METROPOLIS ASLEEP 

Though scattered shops were 
operating, the city as a whole was 
dead as a flat beer, and the giant 
Key System bridge trains which 
carry San Francisco’s “brains” to 
work across the bay every morn- 
ing, to the number of 120,000 daily, 
were silent for the first time in the 
ten years since the great Bay 
Bridge was completed. The San 
Francisco bridge terminal, world’s 
busiest terminal with an annual 
passage of 40 million patrons, was 
as quiet as a church on Monday 
morning. 
MASS MEETING 

Large crowds milled around the 
struck stores during the day as a 
gesture of protest. Scheduled for 
Tuesday night was a giant mass 
meeting in Oakland’s huge civic 
auditorium, and with the headline 
publicity given the matter already 
this promised to be the largest 
labor turnout in this. area’s history.

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THE ACID TEST OF UN 

One aspect of the United Nations situation is far 
from reassuring, and that is the stubbornness with which 
various nations refuse to turn over conquered and occu- 
pied areas to be administered by the UN Trusteeship 
Council. We read and hear many pretty words about 
world peace, “one world,” “ world government,” etc. 
from UN delegates, but the fact remains that this trus- 
teeship business is the acid test of the sincerity of nations. 

The Dutch refused to consider trusteeship of Indo- 
nesia; the French refused to consider it for their over- 
seas possessions; the British refused it for India, Pales- 
tine and dozens of other spots. The United States so far 
has refused UN trusteeship for the Pacific islands which 
we took from Japan. In every case the argument is that 
retention of these possessions is necessary for “national 
security.” 

That argument is specious when one considers the 
UN Charter to which all member nations subscribed. 
The whole UN idea is that nations shall not fight over 
conquered enemy possessions, but turn them over for 
collective administration until the peoples concerned 
are ready for self-government or can decide democratic- 
ally whether they shall be merged into one of the na- 
tions. The same principle applies to such sore spots in 
the world as Indonesia, Indo-China, India, Palestine, 
‘the African colonies. Pending sufficient development 
for self-government, the affairs of these countries should 
be administered by the Trusteeship Council, through 
which all member nations have something to say. 

The-way to make a start toward world government: 
is to start. One of the easiest ways to start (as specifically 
provided in the UN Charter) is to start on trust terri- 
tories and holdover League of Nations mandates. Our 
Army and Navy and State Department are dead wrong 
in their stand that our country must retain exclusive 
possession of the Pacific islands wrested from Japan. If 
we remain adamant in our stand on these islands, we 
will have set the precedent for the other nations and they, 
too, will refuse to budge on similar proposals. If, how- 
ever, our government were to propose forthrightly that 
the UN Trusteeship Council administer these islands, 
that act would constitute a powerful lever to pry the 
door open on the whole question and world opinion 
would eventually force the British, Dutch, French, Bel- 
gian and other governments to follow suit. If we go 
ahead with our present insistence on unilateral control 
and’ domination of the Pacific islands, the entire UN 
trusteeship provision will be a dead duck. 

We do not mention the Soviet Union in this connec- 
tion for the simple reason that that country does not 
have overseas possessions. There are some who say that 
the Soviet-occupied Kuriles should come under trustee- 
ship, that the Baltic stataes should have provisional 
trusteeship until a UN-conducted plebiscite determines 
whether they want to be independent or remain part of 
the USSR. These are all legitimate questions to raise, 
but what chance would the UN have to get the USSR 
to. agree to such procedure if none of the other powers 
would agree to permit problems concerning their man- 
dates and possessions to be handled in similar fashion?’ 

We repeat: The nations will have to forsake a lot of 
their old ideas about “finders keepers” if the United 


Nations is to realize the hopes of mankind. 
; 


UNION-BUSTER CAMOUFLAGE 
All this “rightsto work” legislation is just another 
weapon in the hands of the labor-haters to destroy col- 
lective bargaining. Just as the employers used the 
“American plan” to bust unions after the first World 
War, so the “right to work” propaganda. is camouflage 
for another assault on the very priticiple of collective 
bargaining itself. Big employers, as a group, are ‘not in- 
terested in anybody’s right to work, as they amply dem- 
onstrated all through the depression years. What they 
are concerned about is their right to hire anybody they 
_ pleasé, fnion or non-union, and thus-be able to depress 
wages and elevate profits. If they have their way, they'll 
bring depression that much quicker, for the greater the 
difference between wages and profits, the less money 
ea workers be ‘able to spend for goods and services. 
fhere is nothing quite so blind in this world as the 
blindness of greed!

THE SHORE DIMLY SEEN, By 
Ellis Gibbs Arnall. Published by

Washington Square, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. Price $3.00. 

Ellis Arnall, Governor of Georgia, 
is more than a governor as we or- 
dinarily look upon such creatures. 
He is a statesman and, strangely 
enough, a product of the South. 
Strange, too, is the fact that the 
same state which elected an Arnall 
to its highest office could turn right 
around and bestow it on a scala- 
wag like Talmadge. But that is 
another (and seamy) story. 

The story of Ellis Arnall is a 
highlight of American history, just 
as the careers of Robert M. La 
Follette and George Norris were 
milestones in the development of 
our democratic institutions. Ar- 


nall’s achievements as Governor 


are all the more significant because 
he had to surmount a wall of re- 
action, prejudice and bigotry that 
would lick the average man before 
he started. But Arnall is the kind 
of chap who, when the politicians 
of the South bitterly denounced 
Henry Wallace, nominated him for 
vice-president in the 1944 Demo- 
cratic. convention. He led the fight 
to abolish the poll tax in Georgia 
and was largely responsible for his 
state being the first to extend the 
franchise to 18-year-olds. Consid- 
ering what he had to go up against, 
that is Progress! 

In this book, Arnall discusses 
the serious problems of his own 
Southland and takes place along- 
side the leading free-enterprise 
progressives of his time. The man 
is as American as apple pie and 
has an abiding faith in the ability 
of our. democratic process to cor- 
rect social maladjustments this 
side of the monolithic state. Even 
though you may be a socialist like 
myself and may find yourself dis- 
agreeing with Arnall on some 
points, you will be uplifted by the 
democratic idealism ‘of his outlook. 
As a confession: of faith from a 
distinguished Southerner, it is in- 
spiring, for the future of the South 
is in the hands of men like Arnall, 
and may the current drive of the 
unions to organize the wage-earn-

Reversing ‘its previous position 
on farm parity prices, the Natk 
! Farmers Union announced that it 
wili support legislation providing 
for inclusion -of farm labor costs 
in computing the parity formula. 

Pres. James G. Patton of NFU 
announced the change, saying that 
last year the organization oppos- 
ed raising parity prices through 
changes in the formula because 
“there was serious danger that 
runaway inflation would be touch- 
ed’ off by such legislation. 

“Now, we have very grave in- 
flation. This will be followed, un- 
less steps are taken, by: an even 
more serious deflation that will 
be ruinous for agriculture. There- 
fore, we believe that the time has 
come for farmers to prepare for 
the later deflation and to urge 
legislation that will insure a floor 
under the «price of their prod- 
ucts.”

Despite mounting criticism from 
labor and veteran ‘circles of cer- 
tain provisions of the GI Bill of 
Rights, * Veterans Administrator 
Omar Bradley plans no request of 
the 80th Congress ‘to amend the 
dill, a. VA’ spokesman told Fed- 
erated Press. 

* Labor. and veteran groups have 
Suggested two. main changes: 1. 
Abolition or raise in the $200 
onthly income ceiling imposed by 
hgress last July on veteran job 
trainees under the GI bill; 2. Al- 
teration of the provision denying 
!unemployment allowances to vet- 
|erans jobless because of work stop- 
| page. 

Bradley’s office said the general 
{does not think it proper to “tell 
Congress what to do about* legis- 
lation unless they ask his advice.” 


He apparently is not yet convinced‘ 


that the two suggested changes in 
the GI bill are necessary for suc- 
cessful administration of veterans 
affairs. 

Chairman Charles G. Bolte of 
the American, Veterans Committee 
joined labor ‘spokesmen in deplor- | 
ing the results of the Bradley rul- 
ing against unemployment pay to 
auto. workers jobless during the 
General Motors strike last winter.
